LAMBDA

The highway of life hns many potholes* It te with the distinct 
Impression of having received a rather unsettling blow to my 
suspension system that I (recently accepted the tentative offer 
of the position of Lambda's English editor for 1963^, But 
since my Journalistic experience is somewhat less than nO, my 
trepidation is more the result of first Impressions than first-hand 
knowledge* These Impressions fall under two broad dasstftca- 
tlons: firstf observations on Lambda xks it is, and second^ specula- 
tion as to what Lambda anight become* J/ly comments, of course, 
are directed specifically 4o the English section, although the 
apparently intentional attempt to create editorial harmony in 
the paper as a whole^ might make these observations applicable 
to the French Section also. 

Lest anyone infer from the preceding Introduction that I 
plan to Jtake an exclusively critical attitude towards this year's 
Lambda, let mc hasten to congratulate the {present editorial staff 
for a job well done* The level of writingf for the most part^ has 
reflected the obvious; viz., that Lambda is a newspaper by and 
for university students, and not a collection «f high school 
composition exercises .Unfortunately, limitations of space preclude 
my citing specific examples of the imature, coherent writing which 
has characterized the (paper through ;the yean I do believe, 
however, that of our English writers, Brian Ramsay^ should be 
singled out for special {praise* ATany of us may have disagreed 
with his editorial policies at times, but no one, I think, can deny 
that he has consistently given us food for thought. And^ contro- 
versy, after all. Is (he spice of journalism, 

I hope that the sincerttv of the foregoing observations will 
In no way be negated by the criticisms which follow* Strictly 
speaking, It Is not ^my Intention to offer o criticism in the legltt* 
mate sense of the word, but rather to present my personal views 
on how the purpose and potential of Lambda might be more 
fully realized. 

Which actually brings *mo to the second of the two "broad 
impressions" I ^mentioned earlier. What, in the coming year, 
might Lambda become? The answer to this question depends upon 
certain assumptions concerning the function of a campus news^ 
paper* As I mc It, a niniverstty inewspaper Is in many ways 
comparable to any other type of newspaper. A publication may 
purport to represent the opinion of the population In its coverage 
area; but In reality. It Is often the opinionated ivolcc of the 
editorial elite which produces It- Thus, for /example, olmost every 
daily newspaper across Canada can be more or less accurately 
labeled "Conservative", or "Liberal", or whatphave-you. The igrcat 
majority of readers has very little Influence on editorial polIeleSp 
other than that which they can exert through "letters to the 
editor", or by cancelling -their subscriptions* Lambda, 1 think. 
Is In on analogous situation. iBut donH misunderstand me* I'm 
mrsoggesting that Lambda should be written b^a' small coterlo 
of intellectuals, a "brains trust" which will foist off on Its readers' 
n narrow 4md highly individualistic set of opinions. What I am 
suggesting Is that while a certain measure of objectivity Is one 
of the desiderata of Journalism, by the same token, tio newspaper 
can escape certain illmltations of scope in Its editorial image* 
For, after all, the quality of any periodical must depend on a 
relatively small group of regular dind capable contributors, who, 
as Individuals, will have their own Individual points of view* 
It would be very democratic If every citizen of Sudbury could 
air his views in 'Our beloved "Star", but Jf such were the case, 
the latter paper would be even worse than it Is now (horrible 
thought!). . 

But this observation, as the fpresent editorial staff will be 
quick to point *4>ut, Is not exactly earth-shaking* for as most 
of us now, this Is a roughly accurate description of the situation 
as It stands at present. The names of different individuals who 
have Aad by-lines in iLambda in the past year could probably 
be counted on two hands, if not on one« I suggest, however, that 
this Is not a regrettable situation, provided .that tliCse regular 
contributors represent approximately the highest qualUy of report- 
ing available from the student body. All of us, after all, are 
not Stelnbecfcs or Alaupassants. So a certain degree of edltorl^ 
cxclustvlsm Is not necessarily undesirable, even though the Inevit- 
able result must be, as I mentioned earlier, a corresponding degree 
of editorial bios. 

The realization of the Ideals implicit In this principle entails 
(and this is part of the reason why I began this article by 
expressing trepidation) a greater effort on the part of the perma- 
nent editorial staff, In terms of soliciting Items and organizing 
material so as to present a (consistent and coherent editorial image. 
In other words, the editors must be willing to expend a good 
deal of energy on ferreting out ithc buddbig journalists among 
us, gently persuading them that their Tegular efforts on behalf 
of Lambda will bo rewarding to themselves as weU as to the 
university as a whole, and outlining and commissioning various 
specific assignments. 

However, my lack of Journalistic experience probably gives 
mc an Imperfect knowledge of the problems inherent In this 
proposition. No doubt the present editors, as they read this, will 
be chortling heartily over my hopelessly unrealistic Ideals. But 
these sentiments aro presented only as Ideals; at the most, they 
are Intended to give a rather vague impression of what the 
students of Laurentian might expect from the English section 
of Lambda next year. Only time, and the condition of my shock 
absorbers, will reveal the extent to which these Ideals may be 
realized.
